Ju 3 t as Mary Moorman started to take a picture wo were looking at 
tho president and Jackie in the back seat and thoy looking at a 
littlo dog between then. Ju3t as tho president looked up toward, us 
too shots rang out and I saw the President grab his chest and fall 
forward across Jackies lap and she fell across his back and said "My 
God he ha3 boon shot". There was an instant pause between the first 
too shots and the motor cade seemingly haltod for an instant and three 
or four more shots rang out and tho motor cade 3ped away. I thought 
I saw some men in plain clothos shooting back but everything was such 
a blur and Mary was pulling on ray leg saying "Got down thery are 
shooting". I looked across tho street and up tho hill and saw a mail 
running toward tho monument and I started running ovor there. Ey the 
time I got up to tho rail road tracks some poliooman that I suppose 
were in tho motor cade or near by had al30 arrived and was turning 
us back and a3 I came back down the hill Mr. Feather stone of tho 
Timos Herald had gotten to Mary and a3k her for her picture she had 
taken of tho Prooidont, and he brought us to the press room downn 
at tho Sheriffs office and"a3k to stay.
